Flint, Mich., April 19 (ZP)— An 
ultimatum from General Motors 
Corp. that it would lock up its 
Fisher Body plant No. I until the 
United Automobile Workers with­ 
drew their dues-collecting pickets 
was followed quickly today by 
assent from the union. 
The decision of the union, an­ 
nounced by President Homer Mar­ 
tin, thus restored peace at least 
temporarily to a situation which 
had begun to assume serious pro­ 
portions in view 
of 
work 
stop­ 
pages and heated objections from 
the management.

For the second successive day 
the body plant was closed today 
by the management when HAW 
pickets, thronging before the en­ 
trances, stopped union men to de­ 
mand dues payments. 
Fists were 
swung in a few instances. 
Tonight Henry Wilson, presi­ 
dent of a Fisher Union local, said 
that while tho forenoon 
picket 
lines would be abolished, “ mem­ 
bership checks” would be carried 
on as employes leave the plant. 
He siiid 
Martin 
“didn't 
disap­ 
prove” of this method. 
Because of necessary technical 
adjustments after two idle days, 
the plant management affirmed its 
decision earlier not 
im- 
til Thursday morning. Meanwhile, 
union men received instructions 
from their leaders to report for 
work as usual tomorrow morning 
as a “protest against non-opera­ 
tion of the plant.” 
Tragic, Says Murphy 
Today’s shut-down, which fol­ 
lowed a flurry of violence at the 
gates of the Fisher plant, sent 
home 3,700 Fisher employes and 
1,500 assembly line workers at 
the Buick Motor Co. plant. Buick, 
dependent upon Fisher for bodies, 
announced 6,000 other workers 
would be made idle should the 
body plant remain dosed for an­ 
ither two days. 
Governor Frank Murphy, whose 
16 months 
in 
office 
have been 
occupied largely with attempts to 
restore Industrial peace, sought 
to prevent a spread of the new 
outbreak of labor troubles. 
Announcing 
he 
had 
been in 
telephone communication w i t h 
Homer Martin, international pres­

F. Dewey, federal labor concilia­ 
tor, he appealed to “ responsible 
labor” and “ responsible industry’* 
to seek a peaceable solution of 
grievances.

Rome, April 19 (ZP)— Diploma­ 
tic moves in Rome today foresha­ 
dowed a new European setup. 
On the heels 
of

Italian- 
Brltish friendship accord of Sat­ 
urday, Italy and France agreed to 
start 
negotiations to 
restablish 
their traditional friendship, shat­ 
tered by the Ethiopian war, 
At the same time, responsible 
diplomatic sources said, Italy was 
sounding out Yugoslavia on a mil­ 
itary alliance to make the Adriatic 
an Italian-Yugoslav sea. 
The two steps were seen as an 
attempt by Premier Mussolini to 
make Italy less dependent on his 
working agreement with Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler. 
Curb for Hitler 
Officials asserted 
the 
Italian- 
German aliance was as strong as 
ever and would remain the key­ 
stone of Italy’s foreign policy, no 
matter 
what 
other 
friendships 
were formed. 
Diplomatic quarters 
felt 
that 
the goal of ll Duce’s present di­ 
plomacy was 
a 
five-power pact 
among Italy, 
Germany, 
Britain, 
France and Poland as an adjunct 
to the Rome-Berlin agreement— 
and as a shock absorber if at some 
future time that agreement should 
break. 
The 
suggested 
alliance 
with 
Yugoslavia, across 
tty£ 
Adriatic 
from Italy’s eastern coast, Would 
be a long-range 
safety 
measure 
designed 
to 
stop any 
German 
move to regain the Adriatic ports 
once held by Austria. 
No Envoy in Rome 
It was doubted that Italy would 
display 
much 
solidarity 
w i t h 
Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia’s as­ 
sociate along with Rumania in the 
little entente, in view' of Musso­ 
lini’s continuing tieup with Hitler. 
French, opening conversations 
on proposed resumption of an ex­ 
change of ambassadors with Italy, 
sought Italian concessions, partic­ 
ularly regarding Tunisia, French 
North African protectorate adjoin­ 
ing Italian Libya. 
They also sought a friendship 
accord similar to the Italian-Bri- 
tlsh agreement as the 
price 
for 
recognition of Ethiopia. 
France was anxious to keep It­ 
aly out of the 
Balearic 
islands, 
and was interested in withdrawal 
of Italian troops from Libya. (It­ 
aly promised Britain 
she 
would 
evacuate the Balearics when the 
Spanish war was ended.) 
Since late in 19 36 France has 
not had an ambassador in Rome, 
refusing to send an envoy accred­ 
ited to the king of Italy as em­ 
peror of Ethiopia.

BOLO HOLDUP 


HIGHWAYS GUARDED 
IN WESTERN 
MICHIGAN 


Bloomingdale, Mich.,

Conservation Officer Harry Plotts. 
Seen at Fennville 
The holdup occurred a few min­ 
utes before state police tested a 
new protective device for banks at 
Homer, Mich. 
State police at Paw Paw, Grand 
Haven and Rockford laid off a 
rectangular area with one side on 
the Lake Michigan shore in which 
they said they believed the ban­ 
dits were hiding. 
The last report of the fugitives 
came from 
Fennville, a village 
northwest of Allegan, where their 
car was reported 
seen 
speeding 
east from the village limits. 
H. R. Reynolds, assistant cash­ 
ier of the looted bank, said the 
exact amount stolen had not yet 
been determined 
but 
estimated 
that 
it 
would 
be 
“close 
to 
$ 2,000.” 
Forced Into Closet 
Reynolds and 
Cashier A. 
B. 
Wiggan were forced into a clothes 
closet by the bandits. The robbers 
were described as being about 35 
years old. Both wore overalls. Th* 
victims tell! one- man was tall and 
air white the other was stocky 
and dark. Each brandished a re­ 
volver. 
Reynolds said the bandits oper­ 
ated 
in 
a 
cool, quick manner. 
They scooped up all of the loose 
cash In the till and vault after 
forcing Reynolds and Wiggin into 
the closet. Failure of the lock on 
the closet door to work enabled 
Reynolds and Wiggan to sound an 
alarm immediately after the ban­ 
dits left the bank.

Number of Reactors Is 
Lowest iii March, 
Doctor Says 


Lansing, April IS (ZP)—A survey 
by the state health department to­ 
day showed a decrease in the num­ 
ber of cases of venereal disease 
disclosed by the new 
law 
com­ 
pelling 
physical 
examination 
of 
marriage license seekers. 
Dr. Don W. Gudakunst, state 
health commissioner, said that al­ 
though the number of license ap­ 
plicants examined in March was 
the largest since the law became 
effective in November, the number 
of diseased persons discovered was 
the lowest. 
The state laboratory 
said there were 18 positive reac­ 
tions and six doubtful among 2,145 
persons examined. 
In the five months the marriage 
hygiene law has been in effect, the 
commissioner said, the laboratory 
has found 125 cases of venereal 
disease among 9,682 applicants for 
licenses to wed. 
There were 19 
doubtful cases. 
Figures from private laboratories 
were available only for the first 
four months. They showed 98 posi­ 
tive snd two doubtful reactions. 
The private laboratories do not re­ 
port the number of

amined. 
The state laboratories found 28 
positive reactors among 2,089 per­ 
sons examined in November; 29

SAYS RAILROAD 
RATES TOO LOW 


Problem s of Carriers 
Are Discussed at 
Ontonagon Meet 


Ontonagon, Mich., April 19. — 
“ Reduction in average rates since 
1930 decreased railroad revenues 
last year two and one half times 
as much aa decline in traffic vol­ 
ume,” declared 
Z. G. 
Hopkins, 
representing the 
Western 
Rail- 
mayfi’ Committee on Public Rela­ 
tions, in an address 
before 
the 
Parent-Teachers 
Association 
of 
the Ontonagon schools this eve­ 
ning. “ Measured in 
tons 
trans­ 
ported one mile,” 
Mr. 
Hopkins 
continued, “ railroad freight traf­ 
fic volume last year was only 5.9 
per cent less than in 1930. Pas­ 
senger volume, as 
reflected 
by 
passenger miles, was 8 
per cent 
below 1930. 
“ At the average rates of 1930, 
freight and passenger, last year’s 
traffic volume would have 
pro­ 
duced gross operating 
revenues 
less 
than 
$300,000,000 
under 
those shown for 1930. Gross oper­ 
ating revenues in 193 7 
actually 
were about 
$1,115,000,000 
less 
thau In 1930. 
Average revenues 
per freight ton mile were about 
12 per cent lower than in 1930, 
and average revenue per passen­ 
ger mile were almost 3 4 per cent 
lower. 
Trouble Deep Heated 
“ In view of these facts 
it 
is 
shortsighted to base plans to cor­ 
rect difficulties in 
the

railroad situation 
on 
mistaken 
theories that these difficulties ure 
due altogether to falling

traffic, or to excessive 
interest 
burdens. The trouble 
is 
more 
deep-seated, although it of course 
has been greatly 
aggravated 
by 
current recession 
conditions. 
It 
will be cured only by 
treatment 
that 
reaches 
the 
underlying 
causes, not by doctoring 
syrup.- 
toms. 
“ Theories that railroad 
fail­ 
ure to develop operating 
effici­ 
ency and economy is at the root 
of the trouble likewise fall short 
of the truth. The Interstate Com­ 
merce Commistion, In its 
latest 
annual report, points out that 
if 
the railroads In 1936 had 
been 
able to obtain, 
nu 
the 
traffic 
which they moved, the same aver 
age operating revenue per 
unit 
that they obtained in 1929, they 
would have earned, notwithstand­ 
ing the decreased volume of traf­ 
fic but with the aid of 
reduced 
operating expense per unit, a net 
railway operating Income' 
more 
than twice as great as was actu­ 
ally earned in 1036, and l l 1-2 
per cent mere than was earned In 
the prosperity year of 1929, 
"Mere conclusive

“ It must be recognised too that 
transportation today is a keenly 
competitive business.

The Smith-Hughes 
bill 
pro­ 
viding for federal 
aid 
to 
th e 
states for vocational education be­ 
came a iaw on Feb. 
23, 
1917. 
The Tufts law was enacted 
th e 
same year by the Michigan legis­ 
lature to provide the 
necessary 
state funds to supplement 
this 
federal money. Escanaba was one 
of the 4 3 Michigan schools which 
added Smith-Hughes 
agriculture 
to their curricula Sept. I, 1917. 
2 4 4 8 Students E nrolled 
A total of 24 4 8 students took 
advantage of the new vocational 
program by enrolling in one or 
more of the classes or by taking 
summer projects during th e 
20 
year period. The 
total 
annual 
cost of the department 
averaged 
$2314.18 for the 20 years, 
the 
average state and federal aid be­ 
ing $888.87, leaving a net annual 
local 
cost 
of 
$1425.30.

am ount divided by the

prem e court justice appointive instead of 
elective have decided to conduct a state­ 
wide poll to determ ine public opinion con­ 
cerning their proposal. 
The appointive plan is designed to take 
the suprem e court justices out of partisan 
politics. 
It is felt that this is the proper 
time for m aking the change because 
the 
court is now composed of four Democrats 
and four Republicans. 
To have brought 
up the issue previously when the choice of 
justices was controlled by one 
political 
party would have had political 
signifi­ 
cance, it is explained. 
There are several valid 
objections 
to 
the elective system. 
Supreme court ju s­ 
tices are expected to bury their personal 
views and decide each m atter brought be­ 
fore them on its merits, under the 
con­ 
stitution, laws and statutes. 
Oftentimes, 
under the present system they are forced 
to take part in political cam paigns, which 
are beneath the dignity of this high office. 
Public confidence is jeopardised when 
judges incur political obligations for their 
election or are under pressure from poli­ 
tical interests. 
Under the proposed amendment, a non­ 
partisan 
judiciary 
commission 
would 
m ake nominations to the bench, and from 
the nam es recommended 
the 
governor 
would m ake the required appointments. 
Leaders of both m ajo r parties a re 
sup­ 
porting the merit plan for justices. 
It is 
the logical step after the recent establish­ 
ment of the civil service system in Michi­ 
gan.

I 
N the old days when the hardy French 
fur trappers and voyageurs were 
east­ 
bound a t spring time, in their canoes and 
batteaux, from Green Bay to 
the 
head­ 
quarters of the American F u r company on 
Mackinac Island, they frequently ran into 
heavy storm s on the upper end of 
L ake 
Michigan. 
Even today, In modern vessels, there is 
real danger on the exposed coast, so we 
can imagine the troubles of the 
ancient 
Frenchm en when their frail craft 
were 
caught in a blow. 
After 
they 
left 
the 
shelter of the Manistique river and 
its 
precariously shifting sandbars, there was 
nothing in the way of a harbor until they 
rounded Pointe St. Ignace or got Into the 
lee of St. Helena island. 
There was a h ar­ 
bor of a sort where the Inland Lim e and 
Stone company’s dock stands now, east of 
Manistique, and they called the place Seul 
Choix, “ the last 
chance.” 
Pronounced 
‘Sish-wa,” that little and then inadequate 
harbor has no doubt saved the 
lives 
of 
dozens of Frenchmen and Indians. 
Seul Choix is now one of the greatest 
of all lake ports in point of tonnage. 
Only 
one item is handled outbound,— crushed 
limestone, and it is shipped in

quantities to the steel mills in the Chicago 
district. 
The Inland stone Is a first class

Progress Before Punishment 
S 
P E A K IN G from the bench of his tra f­ 
fic court recently, a New 
York 
City 
m agistrate read a form al statem ent: 
“ We 
have reached,” he said, “ the peak of safety 
that can be accomplished by 
the 
punish­ 
ment of the m otorist.” 
Specifically, his complaints were against 
certain inadequacies and inefficiencies in 
the physical and technical system for con­ 
trolling today’s m am m oth traffic volume 
— in the street system itself, 
in 
traffic 
signals, sign s and other control devices, 
and the confusing 
lack 
of 
uniformity 
am ong such devices. 
The m agistrate’s rem arks hit 
at 
a 
situation which is fundam ental 
to 
the 
whole motor traffic problem : 
The fail­ 
ure to provide the motorist with streets 
and highw ays m ade as safe as 
possible, 
but a t the sam e tim e dem anding from him 
an optim um of caution in his driving. Too 
much em phasis has been placed 
on 
the 
carelessness of the driver and not enough 
on th e carelessness which allows 
rem ov­ 
able physical hazards to 
remain 
in 
the 
street and highway pattern. 
Industry, the National Conservation B u ­ 
reau rem inds us, long ago learned 
this 
lesson. E ffo rts to dragoon 
the 
working 
man into avoiding 
accidents, 
industrial 
m anagem ent, learned, were futile until he 
was first provided with safe w orking con­ 
ditions 
and 
equipment. 
J u s t 
trying 
couldn’t safegu ard a worker in a h azard­ 
ous 
environment. 
T h at 
m anagem ent 
recognized and acted upon this principle 
is the fundam ental reason why industrial 
accidents have been halved during the past 
20 years. 
If the driver is given 
facilities 
from 
which basic hazard lias been removed to 
the greatest possible degree, and if he is 
governed by intelligent traffic laws 
in­ 
telligently enforced, the m ajo r responsibil­ 
ity for traffic accidents 
devolves 
upon 
him. 
Then we shall m ake real headway 
not only in bringing motor traffic 
under 
control but in greatly facilitating 
traffic 
movement.

It was proposed by the school­ 
men th at the city assume cost of 
operation of the public and school 
library and the playground, su­ 
pervision to remain under direc­ 
tion of the school board.

The cost to the city was estimated 
at $2,250.

D etroit, April 19 (IP)— Take a 
good look at the um pires when 
you go out to the baseball gam e 
this year. 
If R alph Powers of D etroit baa 
his way, they’ll be retired. 
No m ore pop-bottle barrages; 
No m ore heated argum ents end­ 
ing w ith an official arm im peri­ 
ously waving a 
player 
to 
the 
show ers. 
Pow ers, head of the com pany 
which installed the new electric 
scoreboard 
control 
system 
a t 
Briggs stadium , home of th e De­ 
tro it Tigers, claim s an 
arran g e­ 
m ent of “ electric eyes” could call 
balls and strikes m ore accurately 
than the m ost eagle-eyed arb iter. 
“ To establish th a t a ball has 
traveled directly over the plate 
would be com paratively 
sim ple,” 
Powers 
says. 
“ Photo-electric 
equipm ent and 
optical 
system s 
would be installed in the ground 
and project directly through hom e 
plate, picking up an im age of the 
reflected light of the sky. 
If the 
ball passed over the hom e plate 
or over any corner, 
the 
im age 
would be projected to one of the 
series of photo-electric cells, which 
would initiate a circuit through an 
iraplifler to designate 
a 
strik e 
had been throw n. 
“To determ ine w hether th e ball 
had passed between the knees and 
shoulders of the b atter would re­ 
quire a slightly m ore com plicated 
system . 
The device would have to 
be autom atically focused and pick 
up an im age of the player and 
project it upon a mosaic screen on 
the side of the grandstand. L ateral 
lines on the image plate 
would 
tell w hether the ball had passed 
between the players shoulders and 
knees.” 
W ith the plate um piring d ep art­ 
m ent taken care of, Powers tu rn ­ 
ed his attention to the bases, su g ­ 
gesting “cam era decisions” sim ilar 
to those used at race tracks. 
F our cam eras, one focused on 
each base, would be placed on top 
of th e grandstand. 
"An argum ent over a close play 
usually consum es two, th ree 
or 
more m inutes,” Powers

“ W ith m odern photographic 
equipm ent a p rint could be placed 
in the um pire’s hands w ithin 90 
seconds a fte r the play.
